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ENFORCEMENT PROCEEDINGS

FRANK STEPHAN, CPA, REINSTATED TO PRACTICE AS AN ACCOUNTANT BEFORE THE
COMMISSION

Pursuant to Rule 102 (e) (5) of the Commission’s Rules of Practice,
Frank E. Stephan, a Certified Public Accountant, has applied for and
been granted reinstatement of his privilege to practice before the
Commission as an accountant responsible for preparing or reviewing
the financial statements of a public company to be filed with the
Commission. Mr. Stephan, who was suspended from Commission practice
as an accountant on May 16, 1996, pursuant to a settled proceeding,
has represented that he has complied with the terms of his
suspension. He has also represented, as provided for in his
suspension order, that he will have any financial statements
prepared by him or under his direction that will be filed with the
Commission, reviewed by the independent audit committee of any
company with which he is or will be associated, or in some other
manner acceptable to the Commission. Mr. Stephan’s reinstatement is
effective immediately. (Rel. 34-40952; AAE Rel. 1100; File No. 3-
9004)

COMPLAINT FILED AGAINST MICHAEL RIBANT, DBA TRINITY CAPITAL

On November 16, 1998, the Commission filed a complaint against
Michael W. Ribant (Ribant), doing business as Trinity Capital, a
broker-dealer located in San Diego, California. The complaint
alleges that Trinity Capital was an introducing broker for
approximately 67 customer accounts and closed its doors in early
November 1998 after misappropriating approximately $3.3 million of
its customers’ funds and securities.

In the lawsuit, which was filed in the United States District Court
for the Southern District of California, the Commission seeks an
order permanently enjoining Ribant from future violations of the
antifraud provisions, Section 17(a) of the Securities Act of 1933
and Section 10(b) of the Securities Exchange Act of 1934 and Rule

10b-5 thereunder. The Commission also seeks against Ribant
disgorgement of all ill-gotten gains, prejudgment interest and civil
penalties.

Also on November 16, 1998, in order to afford Ribant’s customers
with the protections provided under the Securities Investor



Protection Act, the Securities Investor Protection Corporation
intervened in the Commission’s action and applied for appointment as
trustee over Ribant for the liquidation of Trinity Capital. Ribant
consented to the appointment of the trustee. [SEC v. Michael W.

FINAL JUDGMENT OF PERMANENT INJUNCTION BY CONSENT FILED AGAINST DEFENDANT
LS CAPITAL CORPORATION

The Commission announced that on January 5 a final judgment of
permanent injunction by consent against defendant LS Capital
Corporation (Lone Star) was filed in the United States District
Court for the Southern District of New York. According to the
Commission’s complaint, filed on May 14, 1998, Lone Star’s
registration statement and amendments, which were declared effective
on May 3, 1993, failed to disclose the sale of a twelve percent
ownership interest in the company prior to the effective date of the
registration statement and falsely reported $904,000 in advances
from its parent company when in fact $500,000 of that sum
represented the proceeds of these stock sales.

Without admitting or denying the allegations in the complaint, Lone
Star consented to the entry of a final Jjudgment of permanent
injunction against future violations of Section 17(a) of the
Securities Act of 1933, and Section 10(b) of the Securities Exchange
Act of 1934 and Rule 10b-5 thereunder. [SEC v. Paul J. Montle, LS
Capital Corporation, Paul V. Culotta, Carol C. Martino, CMA Noel,
Ltd., Mario J. Iacoviello, Ilan Arbel, and Europe American Capital

THOMAS CONNOLLY AND K. BRUCE NUCKOLS PERMANENTLY ENJOINED

The Commission announced today that on December 22, 1998, the
United States District Court for the District of Massachusetts
entered Final Judgments of Permanent Injunction against Thomas P.
Connolly (Connolly) and K. Bruce Nuckols (Nuckols). Connolly and
Nuckols consented to the Injunctions without admitting or denying
the Commission’s allegations. Each was enjoined from future
violations of the securities registration, antifraud and
broker-dealer registration provisions of the federal securities
laws. The Court ordered Connolly and Nuckols to disgorge $6,970 and
$25,385, respectively, representing commissions which the Commission
alleged they earned on the sale of International Certificates of
Deposit (ICDs) issued by Royal Meridian International Bank (RMIB) .
The Court waived disgorgement and did not assess civil monetary
penalties based on the defendants’ demonstrated financial inability
to pay.

The Commission’s complaint alleged that Connolly and Nuckols sold
the fictitious unregistered ICDs issued by RMIB, a non-existent
bank. Connolly and Nuckols solicited investors to purchase the RMIB
ICDs by providing numerous false statements concerning the
existence, return, safety and registration of the ICDs. [SEC v. ¢
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Michael D. Richmond d/b/a Liberty Network, Royal Meridian
International Bank, Meridian Monetary Services, Inc., William Duke,
Meridian Management Services, LLC, K. Bruce Nuckols, Anthony Garry,
Thomas Connolly, and as Relief Defendants, Zone Productions, Inc.,
Terry Koontz and Marianne Clark and Linda Mitchell as Trustees for
Purr Trust, Civil Action No. 98CV11378, NG, USDC, D. MA] (LR-16027)

CIVIL ACTION AGAINST ROBERT MATIAS AND ALAN LENCHNER

On January 6, the Honorable Mariana R. Pfaelzer, United States
District Judge for the Central District of California entered
judgments of permanent injunction and other relief against Robert
Matias (Matias) and Alan Lenchner (Lenchner). The Jjudgments
permanently enjoin Matias and Lenchner from violating the securities
registration and antifraud provisions of the securities laws.
Matias and Lenchner were the former managing members of Internet
Casino Sports Gaming, LLC (Internet Casino).

Matias and Lenchner consented to the entry of judgments permanently
enjoining them from future violations of Sections 5(a), 5(c), and
17(a) of the Securities Act of 1933, Section 10(b) of the Securities
Exchange Act of 1934, and Rule 10b-5 thereunder; and ordering them
to pay disgorgement in the amounts of $195,572.07 and $93,320.16,
plus prejudgment interest, respectively. The judgments also waive
Lenchner’s payment of all disgorgement and interest and all but
$26,800 of Matias'’'s disgorgement and interest based upon their
inability to pay. Matias and Lenchner consented to the relief
without admitting or denying the allegations in the Commission’s
complaint filed on August 12, 1998. The Commission’s complaint
alleged that Matias and Lenchner, and sales agents acting at their
direction, made material misrepresentations in selling unregistered
membership units in Internet Casino. [SEC v. Internet Casino Sports
Gaming, LLC, Internet Casino Sports Gaming, Inc., Robert Matias
a/k/a Robert Duvall, and Alan Lenchner a/k/a Alan Lane, Civil Action
No. 98-6467 MRP, RNBx, USDC, CD Cal.]

SEC SUES FOUR CANADIAN NATIONALS FOR OPERATING "RECOVERY ROOM" FRAUDS

The Commission filed on January 19 a complaint in the United States
District Court for the Southern District of New York alleging that
four Canadian nationals -- Alan Benlolo (Benlolo), Michael Risman
(Risman), Lenny Nacher (Nacher), and Stephen Dale (Dale) -- operated
a variety of "recovery room" frauds. The defendants are alleged to
have targeted individuals worldwide who had previously been sold one
or more U.S. microcap securities in offshore cold-calling
telemarketing schemes. The complaint alleges that the defendants
carried out elaborate frauds to create the false appearance that
they were established United States stock brokers, offered to
repurchase those microcap securities at a substantial premium,
successfully induced at least 55 individuals to post cash deposits
of at least 61,536,514 to insure the proposed transaction, and
absconded with those funds. The defendants employed a variety of
fraudulent devices. Each defendant used aliases in contacting
investors. They also established fake entities with United States
addresses that were purported to be the offices of United States
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broker-dealers, but in reality were mail box drops. To convince the
sellers of the legitimacy of their "phantom" broker-dealers, the
defendants gave the sellers telephone numbers in the United States
for purported "government agencies," that the seller could call to
research the firms bona fides. The complaint alleges that by
engaging in this conduct, the defendants violated the antifraud and
broker-dealer registration provisions of the federal securities
laws.
